Our actual altitude Iy WAME feet above
the sea, and all about us are mountisins
that rise severml thousand feet hikher
Over there s Mount Melggs, whose alti-
ture ls over 17,000 feet, and not far away
in another mountaln that ascenda to 2,00
and more,

As 1 write we seeft to be In a great
fortifiecation en the very roof of the
world. We are In & basin surrounded by
Eigantie walls of blus, black, whits, red
and gray rock. We are also in s Ereat
glacier garden. 1 ean count a half dosen
mighty lce rivers whom where I am sits
ting, and thers are glaciera so nhear that
1 could almost throw a stone Iin the ice
an I stand up Iin the eab,

Beautiful Scemery.

A moment ago the aky was bright blue;
now the wind has come up and the clouds
bang low over the glaciers. The black
masses rest on the jce, and it seems to
be flowing out of the clouds down the
hills, Boma of the ginclers are of enor
mous extent. I can see one that sesms
to be the whola top of the mountain, and
noar It ancther has burst out of the
rocks and half fallen tn an icy vell down
to the valley. The top of \hat glacler is
covered with snow, but the face toward
the train ia this wvell of jcicles, through
which you can see the iee wall behind.
We have here the sun of the tropics; it
fights with the cold of the highlands, and
the battls goes on all the time. You can
never be mure of the weather; it may be
clear for u week and It may spow day
and night. In the winter the mountain
blasts are so flarce snd the glare ®o
groat that the tralomen use smoked
Elasses to keop from becoming snow
blind.

Steep Climb.

But before 1 desoribe the scenlc won-
ders about me let me tell you something
of this road from the ses to the clouds.
It 1= the world's greatest wonder in the
way of rallway construction. It begines
on the Pacific ocean at the port of Callao,
and in 100 miles It climbs up the moun-
talns to an altitude of 16,866 feet; It
crosses the pass at 200 feet Jower and
then goes down to the Indian market
town of Oroya on the other alde of the
range. Oroya Is not a great distance
from the mnavigable tributaries of _the
Amagzon river, and the day will probably
eoma when this road will form a part of
& steam routs mcroas South America.
Leaving Lima for this 100 miles the track
steadily rises. From the sea to the top
of the pass the average grade is about
4 per cent; and there ls no place where
& train or a car, If left on the main

standard gauge, and fts rolling stock is
largely American. The engines burn fuel
oil, which comes from northern Peru, and
the journey throughout ls accomplished
without dust or cinders, The system of
brakes, which assures sufety, is both
British and American, and In the destent
a pllot onr always goes in advance of the
train.
Owned by Goverament.

This road ls known as the Central Rall-
winy of Peru, Tt belongs to the govern-
ment and {8 under the management of the
Peruvian Corporation, a British company
that has control of the rallways of the
republle. The railway runs from Callao,
on the Pacific, to Huancayo, 20 milea
distant, on the Atlantic side of the Andées
It orosses the coast range at 15,606 feet,
with & branch of nine milea to the Moro-
eocha mines, upon which the altitude ia
almost 16,000 feal. The road was sug-
gested by a Peruvian, but the man who
Iald It out and constructed the greater
part of It was Henry Meiggs, an Ameri-
can, Melggs ralsed the money o bulld
it, and, in fact, he ls entitled to the credit
of its construction. He began to work on
it away back in 1870, and in 1576, when he
died, he had completed It as far as Chi-

the work stopped. It was resumed some
yoears later, and In 183 wans completed to
Oroyn, a distance of 138 milea from the
const. The extension to the rich walley
of Huancayo was finlshed only slx yeurs
ago,

The road was originally planned (o
reach the rich sliver and copper mines of
Cerro de Pasca, but after golng over the
pass al an altitude of 15,666 fert, It came
down about 5,000 feot and stopped at
Oroya. ‘Then the mines were bought by
an American syndleate, and this syndl-
cate hus built a standard gauge rallway
from Oroya, along the high plateau of
tha Andes to its mining center. which Is
still at an altitude of 14,38 foeet. I ex-
pect to go over that road within & fow
days and shall write of it Inter.

Great Kagineering Fent.

The Central rallway of Pery Is consld-
ered by experis the most wonderful plece
of rallroad engiteering on earth. it
reaches the highest point ever crossed by
rall, and ita coursa from the mea to the
topa of the mountalns I8 almost stralght
up into the air. The distance as the crow
files from the Morocochs pass to the
ocean cannot, T should may, be fifty
miles, and, with all the windinga of the
road, with its loops, twists and turns, its
rigzags and Its tunnels and its other con-
tortiona by which It cllmba up this wild-
eat part of the world It {s only 100 milea.
All of this is mccompilshed without the
rack or pinlon or cog systems used on
other high roads, and that with a grade
of only about 4 per cent. There is not
one inch of down grade from the sea to
the top, and the heavy cars must climb
all the way up,

The route for the road is the va'ley of
the Rimno river, a rushing stream of
snow water which bursta forth from the
Blaciers of the high Andes, und rolls over
rocks, through gorges, a mass of white
foam all the wauy to the sea. In places
the road Is high above the river, clinging
to the sides of the hills; again It is on the
river leval; and at one point where the
spaoce was not wide enough for Lboth road
and river the engineers made n tunnel
through the mountaine and turned the
stream out of its course to use its bed
for the track.

In coming up ths mountains, you pass
through tunnel after tunnel and over
bridges of stoel, which span mighty
gorges. There are altogether sixiy-five
tunnelp and sixty-seven bridges In this
100-mila trip; and there are sixtesn switoh-
backs located on the sides of the moun-
tulne where the road could climb in no
other way.

The great wonder of the construction is
that the steepness of the mountain has
Leen conquered by Lhis 4 per cent grade.
The Denver & Rlo Grande narrow guago
in Colorado reaches its 10.800-foot level at
Marahall pass, but in doing wo it starls
At & mile above the sea at the foothills
of the Rocklies, and when it has gone for
hundrede-~of miles through the gorges it
has attained an altitude which I still &
mile lower than the highest rail on the
Central.

1 despalr of making you sea all the
wonders of our trip up the mountains,
The long chaln of the Andes walls the
whole side of this contihent. It begins
at Cape Horn and the flords of the Strait
of Magellan and goes north corawling
close to the coust In & great winding
rampart for a distance of 4.0 miles,
when It drops down intg our cut of
Culebra on the Isthmus of Pananfa
throughout the whole length, excvept st
the top and the bottom, this chaln has
peaks which are throe or four miles.in
helght. Its average elevation Is.-more
than 12000 feet, or almost the helght of
Fujlyama, Japun. Mount Aconosqua, in
Chile, la~about 2W00; Mount Mistl, In
southern Peru, i over 20,000, and there
i a peak, within sight of my eyes. that
Is 3,000 and more. North of here, In
Ecuador, are many volcanoes, including
Chimboraso, more than four mlles In
height; and south of ma, in Bolivia, ia
s plateau which bas an average altitude
of 15000 feet, with no dralnage Lo elther
the Atlantlc or the Pucifie,

The striking altitudes mre the more
lmpressive on account of the steepness
of the range which runs along the coast

ocean, and It Jumpe, as It were, Into the
clouds. I rode this morning through
Ldma, a city of perhaps 150000, It s
sltunted on the banks of the Rimas, close
to the gorge Into which we started as we
tames up the mountains.

Fertile Yalleys,

During the first part of our Journey
